No man can resist the stunning note 
of my voice. Two octaves above 
High 'c'! ; 


COMMISSIONER GORDON 
I didn't even hear it. 


SIREN 
It's inaudible. Only: certain types 
of hunting dogs can hear it... 
(points to Red 
Phone ) 
Now. I want you to call Batman. 


COMMISSIONER GORDON 
Batman? 
(very concerned) 
Ohiy no! No; no ...- 2 
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Commissioner Gordon leans in to HEAR what she has to say 


as = 
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SIREN ; 
You disobey? My note didn't work? 


COMMISSIONER GORDON 
Batman is the avowed foe of all 
arch-criminaldom, my dear.’ And’ 
since I assume you are an 
arch-criminal, I couldn't. risk 
seeing you hurt .:. % 


SIREN 
Let me take that'risk. 
(again about 
Red Phone) 
Phone him and have him meét you at 
some neutral place. 


COMMISSIONER GORDON 

(resigned adoration) 
Well ... if you desire. How about 
my daughter's apartment? : 


SIREN 
Splendid. 


COMMISSIONER GORDON 
What am I to say to him there? 


SIREN 
Nothing, 


: COMMISSIONER GORDON 
Nothing? 


SIREN 
You will. not show up for the meeting. 
Just be sure you know where he'll 
park the Batmobile :... 


COMMISSIONER GORDON 
In: the underground garage of her 
apartment building. “Where else? 


SIREN 
How superbly suitable! And once 
the Batmobile's parked in that 
garage ... 


BAT SPIN TO: 
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INT, WAYNE STUDY - DAY 8 


WITH BRUCE and DICK at Batphone, which Bruce is in process 
of cradling (the conversation's finished). 


DICK 
Barbara Gordon's apartment? 
Why there? 

BRUCE 


Ours is not to reason why, Dick. 
We're duly deputized minions of the 
law, and Commissioner Gordon is our 
immediate superior. A good 
erimefighter always obeys orders. 
To the Batpoles! 


DICK 
Right! 


He activates Bard's head, and they stride across room, 
leap on BATPOLES and slide OUT as:

NARRATOR 
AND NOW, IN BARBARA GORDON'S 
APARTMENT, THE MYSTERY DEEPENS...! 


BATMAN, ROBIN, CHIEF O'HARA and BARBARA in a huddle. 


BATMAN 
I can't fathom it. This is the 
first time Commissioner Gordon 
ever failed to keep an appointment 
with us. 


CHIEF O'HARA 
It's not like him, not at all. 
I was tryin’ to find him meself, 
and his secretary, Bonnie though x 
he was coming here... 


BARBARA 
I hope nothing's happened. 


ROBIN 
Gosh, yes! 
(to include Batman) 
But why would he want to meet 
us, here, and not in his office?

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BATMAN

MOVING WITH Commissioner Gordon and Lorelei Circe (Siren X 
dressed for street) approaching Batmobile. Commissioner 
Gordon is still. in a pronounced daze. 


LORLEI xX 
(pleased) 
Here it is, Commissioner! 
Which means the Dynamic Duo 
are upstairs right now, and may 
be down shortly. 
(indicates rear of 
car 
Open the trunk. Get in. I'11 
close it after you... 


COMMISSIONER GORDON 
Open the trunk of the Batmobile? 
I don't know how, 


LORLEI x 
Maybe Batman left the keys in 
the ignition. Or there's some 
kind of a button... 


As she starts examining Batmobile dashboard -- 
INT, BARBARA'S LIVING ROOM - DAY 10 


Duo, Barbara, Chief O'Hara. They are all visibly concerned, 
and Barbara tries to correct this with: 


BARBARA 
Would any of you like a soft 
drink? 

BATMAN 


We might find it too relaxing, 
Miss Gordon, The first order 
of business is to locate your 
father... 


CHIEF O'HARA 
Amen to that. 
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BATMAN 
Perhaps the Batcomputer can be

CHIEF O'HARA

Batmobile over admiringly, as Duo are ANGLED IN, 


BATMAN 
(polite) 
Can I - be of some help? 


LORELEI x 
I was just admiring this divine 
car of yours, Batman. Usually, 
I only get to see it ata 
distance... 


BATMAN 
It's nothing out of the ordinary. 
But does furnish us with transpor- 
tation. 


LORELEI x 
And helps in rounding up all those 
terrible criminals! 


With this, she moves in on Batman, who is a bit un- 
comfortable. 


LORELEL xX 
All of Gotham City thinks you're 
doing a wonderful job, Batman. 


ROBIN 
(to Batman's rescue) 
We think Gotham City's a pretty 
swell town, ma'am!- 


This presents enough of a diversion for Batman to nod to 
Lorelei politely, and slide in under Batmobile wheel. xX 
Robin vaults into his seat.

(sotto) 
Thanks, old chum, 


OBIN 
(ditto) 
No sweat. 
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FULL ON BATMOBILE a 


INCLUDING the Siren, as Batmobile pulls OUT of the garage, 
CAMERA ANGLING IN ON the Siren, looking after it with 
gleefully wicked speculation. : 


BAT SPIN TO: 
INT. SIREN'S. GROTTO - DAY 138 


NARRATOR 
AND SHORTLY, IN THE SIREN'S 
HIDEOUT IN A SUBTERRANEAN GROTTO... 


BENEATH this, we find the Siren crooning as she strums a 
large harp. 


SIREN 
Batman and Robin, you're finished, 
I say For hidden inside of your car 
Commissioner Gordon is lurking and 
soon He'll tell me whoever you are, 


CAMERA PULLS BACK to REVEAL the phantasmagoria that is the 
Siren's Grotto. A rococo room, almost an expensive cave. 
The walls are festooned with candles and torches and we 
get the feeling that we are deep underground, perhaps 
somewhere near the sea. Near the Siren, lounging on 
animal skin rugs, sit ANDANTE and ALLEGRO, ,ressed in 
outfits that have musical symbols tattooed across their 
chests. The Siren now wears a provocative and beguiling X 
skin-tight outfit that accentuates the positive and

Sure, 'n it's one of those tricky 
little gizmos that answers in your 
own voice, then replays your messages. 


BARBARA 
(nicely, amused) 
Sure, ‘in it is, Chief O'Hara, 
(adds) 
At least it won't answer in Lorelei 
Circe's voice, or all the windows 
in this apartment would be broken. 


CHIEF O'HARA 
Whose voice? 


Cont. 
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BARBARA 

Lorelei Circe's the world famous 
chanteuse who's been appearing in 
Gotham City. She sings in seven 
octaves, and when she sings her 
highest note, I understand only 
hunting dogs can hear her. And 
are completely stunned ... 


CHIEF O'HARA 
( jocular) 
Let's hope your Dad didn't run 
into her,

BATMAN 
Of course it didn't understand our 
question about Commissioner Gordon!

The trunk opens and Commissioner Gordon peeks out. From 
his P.0.V. he cannot see Alfred who is obscured by the 
machine. Now Commissioner Gordon gingerly gets out. 


39 ANOTHER ANGLE - COMMISSIONER GORDON AND INCLUDE LARGE 39 
MACHINE 


Alfred, dust rag in hand, steps OUT and sees 
Commissioner Gordon, 


ALFRED 
Commissioner Gordon! What are you 
doing here? 
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COMMISSIONER GORDON 

(eyes wide) 
You -= you're Alfred! Millionaire 
Bruce Wayne's butler! 

(recognition increases) 
‘And -- that voice! The same 
nameless voice that often answers 
the Batphone! 


ALFRED 
. (non-plussed) 
I'm afraid you're -- mistaken, sir... 


COMMISSIONER GORDON 

Mistaken? Nonsense! 

(looks around) 
This obviously is the Batcave! 
Ergo, Batman is Bruce’ Wayne and 
Dick Grayson is Robin, the 
Boy Wonder! 

(looks around Batcave) 
Hmmmmm! Batman and Bruce Wayne! 
One and the same ... ! 

(then: ) 
Do you have a Regular Phone, Alfred? 
I must convey this information at 
once to the Siren! 


Alfred has been allowing his eyes to dart hither and yon 
as Commissioner Gordon’spoke. He has picked up a pressure 
can from a’ nearby table and now walks to the black phone, 
keeping the can hidden. 


ALFRED 
The Siren? Yes, sir.-: 
. (indicates: phone) 
Right here, sir. But I suspect 
you're making a grave error in 
judgment. 


Commissioner Gordon walks to the phone, picks it up. 


COMMISSIONER GORDON 
You're being very civilized about 
this, Alfred. Most butlers would 
do‘anything in their power to.stop 
me at this moment. 


Commissioner Gordon begins to dial. Alfred steps behind 
him and depresses the cap on the can. A finé spray shoots 
out and Commissioner Gordon falls limply into Alfred's 
free arm. 


ALFRED 
Quite right, Commissioner Gordon. 
“Quite right, indeed. 
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4o INSERT - CAN IN ALFRED'S HAND 4o 
Printing on it reads: "BAT-SLEEP", 

STRAIGHT CUT TO: 

Ad INT, WAYNE MANOR STUDY - DAY AL 


Bruce and Dick are standing at the table, just polishing 
off a sandwich each and a glass of milk, Bruce pushes 

the button on the Batphone, holds it, then waits a moment, 
then hangs up. 


‘ BRUCE 
Nothing. I think we should get 
into town and survey the area 
where the Commissioner was last 
seen. Perhaps we'll find some 
sort of clue there, Dick. 


ALFRED'S VOICE 
(0.8. 
You need look no further, sir, 


Bruce and Dick turn, 
42 ANOTHER ANGLE - TO INCLUDE ALFRED 42 


ENTERING with Commissioner Gordon, who is in an upright, 
walking and yet obviously very somnambulistic state. 


BRUCE AND DICK 
(in unison, incredulous) 
Commissioner Gordon?!

(nods) 
Sound asleep, sir. I found him 
in the Batcave ... 


BRUCE 
Sound asleep in the Batcave? 


ALFRED 
He was awake, when he stepped out 
of the rear of the Batmobile. Now, 
he's blissfully languishing in the 
arms of Morpheus, sir. Thanks to 
a sizable dose of Bat-Sleep. 


DICK 
Great Scott! 


Cont. 
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: ALFRED 
Yes. I'm afraid he knows the 
true identities of -- each of 
you!
